After receiving considera­ 
tion at the foreign office, the Ameri­ 
can note was referred to the high com­ 
mission for 
general revision 
of t lie 
passport laws of the empire, which 
was created 
by imperial 
ukase 011 
Dec. 17, 1903. 
As all m atters relating 
to passports and the exclusion of Jews 
are governed by the internal laws of 
the empire, the question is outside the 
direct field of diplomatic negotiation. 
By referring tlie representation of the 
United States, compliance with which 
would involve a modification of the 
passport 
laws, 
to the 
commission, 
which body is competent to act there­ 
on, a decision 
of the question 
may 
therefore directly be reached. 
An official of the foreign office has 
been appointed by Count Lamsborff to 
sit with the commission, thus insuring 
consideration of the international as­ 
pect of the question. 
Moreover the 
commission will sit under the direc­ 
tion of the minister of the interior and 
Ambassador MeCormi k, who had an 
extended talk with Prince Sviatopolk- 
Miraky. the minister of the interior, 
upon the subject last evening, found 
him. as might have been expected from 
his recent public utterances, sympa­ 
thetic.
